Telegrams re 
porting them hack at P rf Arthur have 
not been confirmed up to this hour. 
It is apparent that Vice Admiral Togo 
either cannot or will not say where 
they have gone 
Admiralty officials de­ 
clare they don’t know, but they refuse 
to believe that out of five battleships 
not a single one managed to break 
through to Vladivostok. 
The cause of 
this uncertainty was attributed partly 
by a distinguished naval attache to the 
natural consequences of a sea fight 
In the night time. 
Vessels on cither 
side might become separated and be 
unable to rejoin their respective fleets 
at daybreak, or possibly be tempted 
to chase an individual enemy who 
might be in sight, rather than to pro 
ceed to their rendezvous. 
Vice Admiral Togo's report of his 
own damage mentions only a few 
ships, which is believed to indicate 
that the others have not rejoined his 
fleet. 
It Is more than probable that 
Admiral Withoft before going out fixed 
a rendezvous 
to which the vessels 
would proceed lf separated, and it is 
likewise more than probable that this 
rendezvous was anywhere except at 
Port Arthur, tho most likely point be­ 
ing between Shanghai and Kiuslu (the 
most southerly of the three principal 
Islands of Japan), which is on the cir­ 
cular route to Vladivostok. The Czare­ 
vitch was evidently heading for this 
point when she was compelled by the 
damages she sustained to turn aside 
and enter Tslngtau. 
In this connection it is Interesting 
to note the presence off the Saddle 
islands of four battleships reported in 
n Shanghai telegram and later said to 
be four cruisers, presumably the Pal­ 
lada. Diana and Novik, escorting the 
crippled flagship Askold. 
These ves­ 
sels might take advantage of the fact 
that the bhanghai Nagasaki cable is 
laid near the Saddle islands to sever 
Japan’s communication with the con­ 
tinent.
